This project will modify an existing online tool originally developed for high school students to
include educational components for middle school students in the Carbon TIME (Transformations
in Matter and Energy) curriculum. At a multi-day workshop, 15 formal and non-formal middle
school educators in three Oregon counties will be provided with strategies to teach "tracing matter
and energy through human energy systems”.

This project will be delivered at the Oxbow facilities, through in-class
sessions at the school, and in outdoor sessions at the school?s green spaces.

The grantee will use the additional funding to pay for speaker's fees for a Lean expert to present at
their 2014 P2 Regional Roundtable.

This project will train informal educators to support teachers of grades 3-12. They will hire an
overall Coordinator to recruit and select the Watershed Facilitators focused on/certified in their
Columbia River FieldSTEM program. The applicant will provide a 5-day training in February 2016
to certify 10 Watershed Facilitators to then be able to provide a workshop for teachers in their
area. Ten Watershed Facilitators will provide a 6-hour FieldSTEM workshop to at least 12
teachers, afterwards teachers will give at least 1 field experience to students during the 2016-17
school year.

Support for a the northwest pollution prevention (P2) network; the Economy Energy and
Environment (E-3) program; P2 technical assistance for the sports industry (both collegiate and
professional); efforts to reduce the use of toxics through green chemistry, safer chemicals, green
labs, and an Oregon eco-certfication program.

Project supports P2 technical assistance in Region10 states by providing funding to plan and
implement the R10 P2 rondtable.

Grantee will provide technical assistance to businesses in Region 10, including auto body repair
shops to promote the conversion from solvent-based to water-based paints and coatings to reduce
Volatile Organic Compounds (VOC) emissions. Grantee will also support the Region 10 P2
Roundtable, develop factsheets and webinars, and facilitate outreach and communications with
states.

This Cooperative Agreement provides funding to Port Townsend Marine Science Society (PTMSS)
to create a new, permanent, educational and interactive exhibit at the Port Townsend Marine
Science Center(PTMSC) with the theme "Toxics in the Marine Environment". Volunteers will assist
with designing the exhibit by participating in focus groups. Additionally, volunteers will collect 25
roof run-off samples from the Port Townsend and Seattle area and sent to a lab to be analyzed for
approximately 100 toxic compounds; and volunteers will get the opportunity to collect tissue
samples from deceased seals that will be analyzed for toxic chemicals and phthalates.

The South King County Just Garden project will result in the construction of at least 90 garden
beds for low income residential complexes, low income families, and organizations serving low
income individuals and families in South King County communities with low access to "critical
opportunity structures such as high quality education, a safe environment, sustainable
employment, political empowerment and outlets for wealth building.”

The Lands Council (LC) will teach environmental literacy and green job preparedness - with
emphasis on stormwater pollution and low impact development (LID) techniques - to Geiger
Corrections Center inmates and to two under-served and/or alternative high schools (culminating
in the design of a LID project). Also the LC will conduct door-to-door outreach in the surrounding
neighborhoods to educate residents about stormwater pollution impacts and offer free tree
seedlings to mitigate these effects.

The project proposes to initiate operation of a biochar reactor (a relocatable device that converts
human waste into pathogen-free biochar) by hiring local workers from the community that will
operate and manage the reactor, track system performance, and lead community educational
programming about the reactor and its benefits. Outreach activities will include community
workshops, household surveys, radio announcements, and long-term planning town halls. Biochar
has proven to be useful as a soil amendment, for odor elimination, and to mitigate pollution at toxic
waste sites.
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Project Description

The project will enhance Tribal middle school education by providing interactive classroom
presentations on marine health that highlight whale research methods. These methods involve an
exciting mix of noninvasive wildlife monitoring methods and the center?s specially trained
detection dogs (which are used to sample large areas for scat of targeted wildlife species). Inquiry
based classroom lessons are featured with hands-on, cooperative based activities that address
cultural content and national learning standards. Leadership workshops are focused on
connecting students to conservation and health concepts through outdoor learning and cultural
based actions.

This amendment is for supplemental funding and extension of the project and budget period for an
additional nine months to end on Sept 30, 2017. With this additional funding, the Puget Sound
Institute will continue to support the development and refinements of implementation strategies
and generate a number or technical assessment reports on science, monitoring and ongoing
programs and existing statues related to Implementation Strategies. The project and budget
period shall be extended to September 30, 2017.

The Washington State University project will work with residential programs for both new and
existing homes to educate and support these programs to be aware of and to implement healthy
indoor air quality; Assist schools and public buildings to address their individual Indoor Air Quality
challenges and complete adoption of EPA Tools for Schools; Continue to collaborate with a wide
variety of groups, organizations and agencies; Will loan Indoor Air Quality instrument and
equipment loans coupled with measurement skills training.
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
